1,225 arrests may 
have halted revolt

PRAGUE (UPD - The mass arrest of 1,225 persons in Moravia and Bo­ 
hemia earlier this week mav mean Czechoslovakia’s new regime smashed an 
attempt at armed revolt, political observers said today. 
The Czechoslovak news agency CTK said police booked 524 persons and 
detained 141 of them on criminal charges, “ mostly violence and theft.” 
Quantities of stolen goods were recovered, including 24 motor vehicles, 
10 firearm s, building m aterials and other goods,” the report said. 
CTK quoted Czechoslovak Public Security Headquarters. 
Last Wednesday Interior Minister Josef G roesser said officials in southern 
Moravia had uncovered “ an illegal conspiratory organization” stealing wea­ 
pons allegedly for use against Soviet occupation troops. 
The plotters had “ a political program and relations with military circles,” 
G roesser said, adding that “ in the near future it will be possible to start 
prosecution.” G roesser said weapons thefts had increased in the last four or 
five months. Four machine guns, 14 automatic pistols, 73 rifles and 43 other 
hand weapons had been stolen in the Czech region, he said. 
In January and February alone two machine guns. 76 automatic pistol«, 
io other handguns, a rifle, and 1,672 pounds of explosives had vanished from 
army stores, G roesser reported.

Israel’s form er spy chief said today 
Egypt would not start a fullscale Middle 
East war soon because Arab troops are 
too unprepared. Syrian and Egyptian lead­ 
ers weighed ways to strengthen and coor­ 
dinate their forces. 
Gen Haim Herzog, until recently the 
chief of intelligence for Israel, told his 
countrymen over Jerusalem Radio that 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser of Egypt 
“ is out to continue the war of attri­ 
tion along the Suez Canal,” but would 
not try to rekindle all out war “ because 
he knows the Arab armies are not pre­ 
pared for it.” 
Herzog said he had reached his con­ 
clusions by analyzing N asser’s May Day 
speech. In that speech, the Egyptian lead­ 
er had claimed that Arab troops had des­ 
troyed 60 per cent of Israel’s Bar Lev 
defense line along the canal. Herzog dis­ 
puted that. 
“ Israeli troops sitting in the well-for­ 
tified line will be interested to know they 
are confined to the remaining 40 per 
cent,” he said. 
Israeli Foreign Minister Abba S. Eban 
said in Jerusalem today that N asser’s 
speech had st rengthened Israel’s determ­ 
ination to fortify its cease-fire posi­ 
tions.

Would you explain a city’s fire rat­ 
ing0 What is Lompoc’s present rating0 
How much does this cost the owner of a 
$20,000 tome? How much would the home­ 
owner have to pay if the rating was 
lowered by one point? 


CHIEF BAKER: First, let me straigh­ 
ten out the semantics. Buildings are 
“ rated” for fire insurance purposes. A 
city is “ graded.” The grading determ­ 
ines the base rate for fire insurance 
on all property within the city. Small 
cities are surveyed by the Pacific Fire 
Rating Bureau using the standards of the 
American Insurance Association. The 
fire defenses of the community which 
Include water supply, fire department, 
fire alarm, fire prevention, building de­ 
partment and structural conditions are 
all compared with the standards set 
forth in a book known as “The Grading 
Schedule,” Following this grading, each 
of the above items are assigned a class 
and the city as a whole is assigned 
a class from one to 10 with Class I 
being perfect and Class 10 indicating 
virtually no fire protection. To explain 
in more detail would require writing a 
book, but suffice to say Lompoc falls 
in Class 5 or about halfway between no 
fire protection and perfection.

down in Lompoc 


Building volume in the City of Lom­ 
poc is running nearly a half million dol­ 
lars below the level of this time in 
1968, city officials revealed Friday, 
There was $67,972 worth of building 
for the month just ended, raising the 
fiscal year total to $832,539 and the 
calendar year total to $507,022. 
In April of 1968 there was a building 
volume of $170,809, a fiscal year total 
of $1,308,913 and a calendar year total 
or $759,417. 
April 1969 building was presented 
by 22 building perm its, 13 of them for 
residential 
alterations, 
and five for 
commercial alterations. 
Building inspections resulted in fees 
of $706 
for the month, 
raising the 
fiscal year total to $8,133. 


In Class 5, the owner of a $20,000 
home would pay an annual fire insur­ 
ance premium of approximately $79 to 
cover house and contents. If the city 
were reclassified to four, he would pay 
approximately $76 or about $3 annual 
saving. Note: due to special “package 
rates,” holders of “ homeowner” type 
policies will not experience any additton­ 
al saving if the city is reclassified to 
four. T he savings to owners of business­ 
es, however, would be proportionately 
greater. The greatest gain of all, how­ 
ever, will be in greatly improved fire 
protection capability for the lives and 
property of our citizens. 


What organization establishes the rat- 
ing code0 Do they use the same criteria 
for all cities0 
CHIEF BAKER: The grading schedule 
was established by the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, now called the 
American Insurance Association. 
The same grading schedule is used for 
all cities but the criteria is scaled to 
fit individual communities according to 
the population, geographical layout, types 
of buildings, and estimated water flow 
needed to handle major fires in the busi­ 
ness district or other heavily built areas. 


Isn’t it ridiculous to try to rate a 
small community such as Lompoc with 
only one and two story buildings as hav­ 
ing the same risk factors as sav down­ 
town Los Angeles. 
CHIEF BAKER: Yes, it would be ri­ 
diculous to compare Lompoc’s risk fac- 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) -F o rm e r Am­ 
bassador W. Averell Harriman

If Nixon doesn’t withdraw the ABM 
plan, the Senate should at least del ay puU 
ting it into action, he declared. 
Harriman

tion, Harriman urged deescalating the 
war, 
coupled by troop withdrawals by

Hanoi 
and 
Washington, pending 
cease-fire and “ one man one vote” eleo 
tions. 
In a news conference after the speech, 
Harriman 
complained of undue mili­

The most significant item which kept us 
from reaching Class 4 was the lack of an 
alarm system which resulted in 300 de­ 
ficiency points.

State receives waiver 
for strict smog control 


LOS ANGELES (UPIV-Cali- 
fornia has 
been 
granted 
a 
waiver to apply stricter stan­ 
dards of smog control than 
those required by the federal 
government. 
U.S. Health, Education and 
Welfare Secretary Robert Finch 
Friday 
granted California’s 
formal request for permission 
to set its own, higher, standards 
rather than those established by 
federal regulation. 
The former California lieuten­ 
ant governor said, “ we can at 
last 
see 
victory 
over 
Los 
Angeles smog,” if the Califor­ 
nia standards are strictly con­ 
strued and enforced. 
Finch said his ruling, which 
he hoped would help the state 
lick its smog problem in six to 
eight 
years, 
was 
based on 
“ Compelling and 
extraordin­ 
ary” conditions in California. 
“ The unique combination of 
topography, low wind speeds, 
atmospheric 
inversions 
and 
sunlight, together with a large 
automobile population, produce 
the most severe photochemical 
smog to be found in the nation,” 
he told a news conference. 
Assembly Democratic leader 
Jess M. Unruh praised Finch’s 
move 
as “ far - sighted” and 
called for the state to “ under- 
take a massive investigation of 
what can be done to eliminate it 
(smog) 
as a hazard to the 
health of our people.” 
The vice chairman of the 
state 
Air 
Resources Board, 
Gerald Shearing, also praised 
the action saying it “ gives the 
board a green light to carryout 
the vehicle control program 
spelled out in the Pure Air 
Act.” 
Finch said the waiver was 
“ consistent with the provisions 
of the Clean Air Act of 1968” 
and an amendment to the act 
by Sen. George Murphy, R- 
Calif. 
Murphy, who joined Finch at 
the news conference, said his 
amendment gave the state the 
right to set more stringent

One source said that it was 
possible that increases in these 
departments could make up the 
bulk of any next tax increase 
for the coming year. The super­ 
visors have been forced to trarv 
sfer $798,000 this fiscal year 
to be added to the welfare bud­ 
get as a result of rising case 
loads at least partly attribute 
ble to high court rulings elimi­ 
nating the one-year residency 
requirement for welfare clients 
in California. 
General fund requests for the 
coming fiscal year starting July 
1 totaled $45.1 million. This is 
compared with $39.1 million the 
current fiscal year. 
The situation can be grave — 
unless there is a “ meat axe" 
approach to the departmental 
requests — because assessed 
valuations may not show a mark­ 
ed increase this year. Without 
added 
tax 
revenues from in­ 
creased valuations, the bulk of 
added tax money needed would 
fall on existing property hold­ 
ers in large measure. 
“ We’ve cut way back,” one 
source said. “ But there are 
some places where we can’t.” 
One of these is welfare. 
Added manpower sought for 
the sheriffs department will 
have to be given serious consi­ 
deration. The large new county 
jail to be opened next spring 
will require more sheriffs oU 
fice persons. More money to 
equip the jail than formerly aiv 
ticipated now seems likely. And 
the mounting crime load re­ 
quires more of an investigative 
work force, at least. 
Johnson’s 
office, 
it 
was 
learned, has had to recom­ 
pute the entire welfare budget 
and give it a new evaluation, 
in light of the U.S. 
Supreme 
Court ruling recently backing 
illegality of residence require­ 
ments. The huge welfare bud­ 
get increase tacked on at the 
end of this fiscal year will have 
to be carried next year, of 
course.

Middle class families 
drift away from church

The Church is in danger of 
“ losing its middle class consti­ 
tuency.” 
So says Dr. Albert C. Outler, 
peppery professor of theology at 
Southern Methodist University. 
There is evidence to support 
his 
view. 
Churches serving 
m iddle-class 
suburban neigh­ 
borhoods 
are 
experiencing 
declines in attendance. 
They 
are finding it harder to raise 
money or 
recruit volunteers 
for church activities. 
This is an extrem ely serious 
matter 
for the Church, 
for 
middle class Americans have 
long been its mainstay. They fill 
the pews, do the chores and pay 
the b ills. Most of the work the 


Church 
accom plishes through 
inner 
city 
service 
centers, 
foreign m issions, and special 
m inistries to the young, the old, 
the sick, the aged and the poor 
is financed and staffed by the 
middle class. 
Why are som e middle class 
fam ilies drifting away from the 
Church? 
One possible explanation — 
popular among the younger and 
m ore liberal c ler g y -is that the 
Church 
has 
been 
bravely 
trampling 
on 
middle 
class 
prejudices in its commendable 
zeal for the rights of the poor 
and the black. 
Some clergymen regard de­ 
clining attendance and shrinking 
budgets as a badge of honor. 
They feel that this is a price the 
Church should cheerfiilly pay 
for “ speaking with a prophetic 
voice” 
on 
the 
social 
and 
political issu es of our day. 
Dr. Outler has a different 
theory. 
“ My im pression 
of 
my 
neighbors is that they are fed 
up with the general disposition 
of the Church to scold them 
rather 
than 
to 
m inister to 
them ,” he said recently, “ I’m 
not at all convinced that this is 
just because the Church has 
t alien these social stands. It 
seem s 
to 
me 
slightly self- 
righteous to explain it that way. 
“ The real problem is that we 
have taken the middle class for 
granted and have not m inis­ 
tered to them pastorally in as 
effective and valid a way as the 
gospel would seem to require. 
And now they are getting tired 
of serving as golden goose and 
whipping boy at one and the 
sam e tim e.” 
From his own observations, 
this reporter is persuaded that 
there is som e truth to both 
viewpoints. 
Some white suburbanites cer­ 
tainly 
have 
withdrawn their 
support 
from 
the 
Church 
because they disapprove of its 
involvement in the 
fight for 
social justice. 
Others just as certainly have 
become alienated because they 
feel that the Church looks upon 
them only as resources to be 
used rather than as persons 
with needs 
and problem s of 
their own. 
But there is a third factor 
which, 
in my view, is much 
more important than either of 
these. 
People are giving up on the 
Church because they haven't 
found there what they hoped to 
find-a confident faith in God. 


It’s not the forthright serm ons 
the pastor preaches about social 


problem s that upset them. It’s 
the m arbles 
he gets in 
his 
mouth when 
he tried to say 
something 
about 
God. . .or 
C hrist... or life after death. 
No 
churchman 
has better 
credentials as a social activist 
than 
Washington, 
D. 
C.’s 
suffragan 
Episcopal 
bishop, 
Paul 
Moore 
Jr. 
Yet Bishop 
Moore shares the view that “ a 
c r isis in faith” —not controver­ 
sy over social action — is the 
main cause of slumping attend­ 
ance and failing fund drives. 
“ The Church is put together 
as a religious institution,” he 
said recently. “ If it loses faith. 


the whole enterprise will fall 
apart. 
“ I think many in the Church 
today have secret doubts about 
the Christian 
faith, 
and our 
failure to deal with those doubts 
is gradually eroding the vitality 
of the Church.” 


It may sound terribly old 
fashioned to say that what the 
Church needs most today is a 
revival of contagious faith in 
the saving m ercy of God. But if 
people keep getting stones when

for bread,

As just a retired-type 
sergeani who 
has always believed that Lompoc is a 
wonderful place to live; in fact, after 
retiring, I made it a point tocomehome, 
so to speak, to the Valley of the Flow­ 
ers. At first, I bought a home and later, 
when the family grew up and left, 1 felt 
that a small apartment was the answer 
for Mom and I. My lovely three-bedroom 


home cost me $110 a month. The small 
two-bedroom place we are now living in 
rents for the same price. True, the 
beds are not as good and the furniture 
is inclined to be a little decrepit, but 
for Mom and I it was just the answer. 
Of course, if I had not bought chairs 
and rugs it would certainly have been 
very bare. But one of the things that 
made it bearable was the fact that we 
were so very proud of the young Air 
Force officers and enlisted men that 
were our neighbors. We have often talk­ 
ed about how tough it must be with this 
exhorbitant price asked for a roof over 
their heads. 
So it is only natural that I was shocked 
on the 29th of April, 1969, when a notice 
in my mailbox 
informed me that rent 
had been 
increased fifteen dollars a 
month. 
Now I am not one to ripple the water, 
so to speak, and would be the last to em- 
barass this middle - income dwelling, 
so I won’t mention names. But they don’t 
call it Valli-Low. Now some of us can 
afford it (if it was worth it), but what 
about the man in uniform? What about 
the young airman? Fifteen dollars is a 
tough rap for a young fellow who didn’t 
ask to be in Lompoc in the first place. 
How can an outside concern come to 
the decision that this valley is a summer 
resort? 
It’s very obvious that the base 
is a main source of support for our val­ 
ley. 
The very sad part of it all is that my 
Air Force is allowing this. Is it possible 
that we would have to go to the same 
practice that our overseas 
stations 


use? 
That is, have the government 
check out some of these overstuffed 
sewers and see if our Air Force men 
are being taken. And I believe they are. 
Overseas, the government puts their 
price on a dwelling and if it’s not up to 
standard they put it off limits. And if a 
city is not up to standard, it should be 
put off limits. But give our servicemen 
a chance to live in a manner better than 
a welfare recipient. 


If we’re proud of our servicemen for 
the way they die, let’s be proud of them 
in the way they live. 
I have a deep respect for this valley, 
and a deeper respect for the service, 
but unless some steps are taken to give 
some kind of a break in rental to our 
men in service, it’s obvious that this 
valley has become a poor man’s Las 
Vegas without a gambling chance of know­ 
ing where you’re throwing your money 
away. 


My heart breaks for the company who 
felt that they had to raise the rent of 
these young Americans and I hope the 25 
empty apartments will make them think 
twice. 
If there is anyone in my valley who 
can rent an apartment at a fair rate to 
the young airmen who are a part of our 
city, please pass the word. Maybe, in this 
case, my wife and I will stay inthe valley 
we both love.

Strange thinker 


Sen. J. William Fulbright is again 
fitting nicely into the pattern which 
makes him the pep of the Red propa­ 
ganda machines. As so often, the Iron 
Curtain radios are quoting and applaud­ 
ing the chairman of our Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee, this time for Ful­ 
bright’s leadership against the missile 
defense proposal. 
When 
President 
Nixon — like Presi­ 
dent 
Kennedy 
and 
Johnson before him — 
refuses to follow this 
strange thinker’s ad­ 
vice about Red China, 
the Soviet 
Union, 
etc., 
Mrs. Nixon is 
showing horse sense. 
And, 
like 
Mr. Ken­ 
nedy 
and Mr. John­ 
son, he’s showing courage, too. For Ful­ 
bright glows among that section of our 
talking - teaching - writing intelligent­ 
sia that always screams whenever the 
President (any President warns us about 
the Reds. 


The chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee may be excused a few spe­ 
cific lapses. When, bearing this im­ 
pressive title on all but a banner, 
he went off to Australia and announced 
in Canberra, the capital, that he wasn’t 
fam iliar with Australia’s troop contri­ 
butions to the Vietnam war the Austra­ 
lian press pinned his ears back — as 
well it should. Why send our troops, 
the Australians asked, if the chair­ 
man of the U.S. Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee, no less, doesn’t even 
know more about Australia’s efforts 
than that? 
Fulbright’s appalling list of color­ 
blind gaffes is long — buttering up Tito 
in the world’s newspapers on a visit to 
Belgrade, condemning our firm Berlin 
Policy in a speech in London, and even 
publicly demanding that President Tru­ 
man resign (!) after the 1946 Democra­ 
tic Congressional election setbacks. Oh, 
yes, Fulbright did this. And with simi­ 
lar lack of realism, or something, he to­ 
tally misjudged Fidel Castro, the Santo 
Domingo Red Putsch, Red President Joao 
Goulart in Brazil, and Nikita Khrushchev, 
Mao Tse Tung and Ho Chi Minh to boot. 


Senator Fullbright has been at this 
sort of thing ever since the Bay of Pigs, 
in which he played an important part 
in demanding that President Kennedy can­ 
cel the air cover over the Cuban Free­ 
dom Fighters stranded on the horrible 
beach. And we hear him still rational­ 
ize the Communist menace, not only in 
Vietnam but throughout the world and, 
in effect, soften us up on its methods 
and danger. The ugly facts grows wider 
and wider. 
I know Sen. J. William Fulbright went 
to Oxford. What I don’t know (who does?) 
is what he studied. But if he got his so- 
called liberalism there it is mighty dan­ 
gerous to the United States. On the rec­ 
ord, he’s as mixed up as the gypsies 
who cry at christenings and dance at 
funerals. 


Somehow the Senator makes it sound 
as if communism has something, and 
that we’d better realize this. What 
it 
has is tyranny. And what the Commun­ 
ists want to do — as they themselves 
announce — is to chop the United States 
down to size. We are the only country 
they fear. 
Why doesn't Senator Fulbright ex­ 
plain that Communists do not govern 
satellite countries; they pillage them — 
morally, ethically, spiritually and ec- 
onomicaliy? 
If he is really a liberal, why doesn’t 
he insist that human liberty is so clear­ 
ly the central issue of our day that ac­ 
commodations with the Red tyranny seem 
almost treason, and certainly treason to 
the human spirit? 


If Fulbright is really a liberal how 
can he ignore the Reds’ rape of reli­ 
gions? Rabbis protest the horrible anti- 
Semitism. Or listen to Czechoslovakia 
Catholic Bishop Paul Hnilica: “ I have 
seen and felt the persecution. ” 
If Senator Fulbright actually fits the 
toga of scholarship that he so grandly 
wraps around himself, why doesn't he 
help to teach all of us the simple truth? 
And why <$oes he constantly play into the 
hands of our enemies' propaganda? 
The present applause for Senator Ful- 


bright is merely typical. The Hanoi ra­ 
dio constantly quotes him to the re­ 
sisting South Vietnamese and, worse 
still, to our men fighting in Vietnam. So 
does Radio Moscow. So does Radio Pe­ 
king. So does Radio Havana. Moreover, 
Senator Fulbright knows this. 
President Nixon —like Presidents Ken­ 
nedy and Johnson before him — is very 


patient not to have called a spade a 
spade regarding the publicity achieved 
by the chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. And so are all oth­ 
ers who see the enemy-strengthenine 
effects 
of this color - blind, muddle* 
head.

Stirring front 


BROOKHAVEN, Miss. (NEA) 
In a wood-paneled, whitewashed church 
deep in southern Mississippi, Charles 
Evers, his state’s Democratic national 
committeeman, was addressing his fel­ 
low blacks at a political rally steeped 
in revivalist tones. 
A call to help a Negro preacher 
running for alderman here, it was not 
the kind of speech that would go at 
a National Committee meeting in Wash­ 
ington or on a television network panel 
show — where Evers has soberly spo­ 
ken of accommodation between whites 
and blacks. Still, for all its special 
appeals, it did not really violate that 
notion. 
Against the chorus of hymns and 
prayers, amid cries of “ Right! Right!” 
when he uttered words they liked, Evers 
told his black friends that “ the white 
man can take care of himself,” Then 
he went on: 
“ You can pray all 
you want. But it won’t 
do you any good un­ 
less you go out and 
fight for what you 
need ... You got to 
be in charge of some­ 
thing, not just pray­ 
ing and hoping.” 
Evers, whose bro­ 
ther was murdered 
in Jackson nearly six 
years ago, runs a 
grocery store in a 
memorial Medgar Evers shopping cen­ 
ter in Fayette, west of here. He him­ 
self is a candidate this year, trying 
to be the first Negro mayor of this 
town. He tells the black ioik: 
“ When we’re elected, whites won’t 
have to be afraid to come through Fay­ 
ette . . . They’ll be treated absolutely 
straight, just like blacks. We ain’t going 
to have no police brutality. We’re go­ 
ing to show white folks all over this 
country that we’re servents for every­ 
one. We're not going to be hate-monger 
creatures. 
“ Don’t preach hate. Don’t kill. Just 


stop them from doing it to us.” 
In a part of Mississippi heavily black, 
Evers works to stir his listeners’ pride 
and self-confidence in peaceful compet­ 
ition with the white man. He adds: 
“ Look him in the eye and say: “ No 
white man, this ain't your country, it’s 
our country. This ain’t your town, it’s 
our town.’ But we’re going to share it.” 
He reminds them how he and his 
fellow Negroes throughout the South 
were told by their own parents that 
it was natural and proper to be ruled by— 
and be subservient to 
the whites. He 
tells them: 
“ My momma told me . . . that the 
white man should walk on the sidewalks, 
not us . . . We have to show what we 
are.” 
He makes it plain that, by his measure, 
the Negros' fight for a chance at run­ 
ning things — especially when they are 
strongly in the majority — ought to go 
on regardless of the outcome of the 
early battles. 
“ If we win or lose, we’re going to 
come back again.” 
Through this 
whole 
performance, 
Charles Evers has his chanting, praying 
“ rally” audience with him. He is a 
superb exhorter, and his reputation for 
steady, stable, yet fired-up leadership 
of Mississippi’s rising numbers of vot­ 
ing Negroes is spreading fast. 
When once there were barely 25,000 
Negroes registered to vote today there 
are nearly 325,090. And Evers is their 
up-front man. 
Some observers in this state think 
he has the stuff of national leadership 
for the overwhelmingly moderate Negro 
cause. It is not clear whether anyone 
has tried to lure him to such levels. 
But 
it is plain that he likes living 
and working in Mississippi. 
The revivalist political evening at 
Brookhaven told why. Evers was truly 
at home, and doing the thing he sees 
most 
important — stirring the home 
folks he thinks most need stirring if 
the racial struggle is ever really to 
take a stronger turn for them.
